lympia, Manila Hay , 
Philippine Islands, May 2, ^SIK 
1 do n ot dou bt that In the morn in g 
papers of thin date y ou will read of ou r 
complete v ictory in this Bay on Su n . 
day , May 1, also that we demolisheu 
the Span ish ships an d silen ced their 
batteries withou t losin g a life. 
On April 27, we left Mirs Bay ,Chin a, 
for Man ila, steamin g slowly in order 
that ou r coal tran sports might keep u p 
with u s. 
The islan d of Lu zon was 
sighted on April JO, an d we coasted 
alon g it that day u n til ev en in g, when 
a cou n cil of war was held on board this 
v essel, the comman din g officers of all 
the ships bein g on board in atten dan ce. 
It was decided to proceed to Man ila 
Bay , JO miles distan t, at on ce, it bein g 
then su n down . 
Prev iou s to this time 
the six n av al v essels had been steam­ 
in g in on e colu mn , with the rev en u e

Nex t a shell 
came ¡ly in g ov er u s, bu t we were too 
u n certain a target in tho darkn ess, 
an d it was n ot followed by others from 
that side. 
As we passed by the islan d.- 
an d abreast the forts on tho other side 
howev er, abou t a dozen shots wore fir 
ed at u -, an d two min es were set oil in 
the hope of blowin g u s u p, after the 
man n er of the Main e, bu t n o damage 
whatev er was su stain ed by an y on e of 
the -hips. 
A few shots were fired by 
some of the rear ships iu reply to those 
from the battrie- 
It was some 
tee i m i l e s from the raou ih of the Bay 


to Man ila, so that by slow steaman g 
we man aged to iin d ou rselv es off the 
city b e f o r e day light, all han ds stili at 
the gu n s. 
As the first sign of day light appear­ 
ed ex citemen t an d v igilan ce were in ­ 
creased, if that were possible, an d 
kept u p u n til it grew qu ite light, an d 
at twen ty min u tes of six the battries 
from the n av al station at Cav ite, abou t 
n in e miles from Man ila, open ed fire on 
u s with the shore batteries. 
At two 
min u tes of six we began to retu rn the 
fire at the Span ish squ adron an d ba t­ 
teries on shore, steamin g slowly by , 
the other ships followin g slowly in ou r 
wake an d takin g « part in the action . 
We passed thu s three times by the 
Span ish lin e from east to west, an d 
twice in the opposite direction , firin g 
at them an d receiv in g the Span ish 
fire, du rin g two hou rs arid ten min u tes 
The Span ish admiral made two at­ 
tempts to come ou t an d meet u s, bu t 
was driv en back in his flagship both 
time" by the fire of ou r ships. 
W e 
shifted hi" flag from on e ship to an oth­ 
er an d back again du rin g the action 
On board hie secon d flagship, the c a p­ 
tain an d on e hu n dred an d twen ty men 
were killed, the admiral himself bein g 
wou n ded in the 
leg. 
Both flagships 
an d two others were su n k in a bu rn in g 
con dition in the action ,an d a magazin e 
on shore was set on fire an d ex ploded 
by the bu rstin g of ou r shells. 
We drew off from the fight to got 
somethin g to eat an d a little rest, hav ­ 
in g been at the gu n s all n ight. 
At 10 
o'clock we ren ewed the action , the 
Baltimore leadin g the colu mn , the 
Oly mpia bein g secon d. 
This time we 
were fired on by the batteries on ly , 
their .ships hav in g been pu t ou t of 
action , or fled u p tho riv er back of the 
batterries, where the Petrel followed 
them an d set them on fire, their men 
an d officers hav in g deserted them. The 
batteries were soon silen ced. 
There 
were n o caeu alities in ou r fleet, an d 
on ly abou t six 
men were slightly 
wou n ded on the Baltimore, where a 
six -in ch shell had stru ck on e of the 
gu n s. 
The Oly mpia wa> -tru ck in six 
places, bu t n o on e was hu rt. 
It is re­ 
ported that the Span ish hav e lost more 
than a thou san d men killed, bu t n o re­ 
port has y et been receiv ed of their 
wou n ded, ex ceptin g the admiral him­ 
self, who escaped u p the riv er in a 
boat,

is absorbed away and

healthy tissue. 
In the course of his earlier ex peri­ 
ments Dr. Murphy demonstrated that 
an animal o r p ersOD c o u l d 
be perfectly 
healthy with only orie l u n g , prov iding 
it was a healthy l u n g . It is only nec­ 
essary to stop the rav ag es o f the dis­ 
ease to secure health to the patient, ae 
long as anv considerable fraction of 
the org an remains. 
Hence, Dr. Mur­ 
phy ’s discov ery , if all his beliefs and 
hopes prov e to be well founded, will be 
a repriev e from death fo r thousands on 
thousands of sufferers in all parts of 
the world. He announces his attention 
of apply ing his treatment at once to 
2 i0 consumptiv e patients in the county 
hospital in Chicag o. 
The world will 
follow these further ex periments with 
eag er interest, and if they fulfill any ­ 
thing like the promise now held forth

teachers come in for a share of the 
g lory for hav ing assisted the pupils to 
the attainment of their brilliant suc­ 
cess. 
But when the class sit on the 
stag e in a silent row, dressed in their 
beet and try ing to look their prettiest, 
conscious all the time that t h'i i 
part 
of the show is to be dumb fig ureheads: 
and when the dapper little professor, 
chock fulTof wisdom from some distant
